Civil Action No. 76-1186 filed on 6/25/76 is entitled 
"SCLC v. Clarence M. Kelley, et al. (hereinafter SCLC suit). 
Civil Action No. 76-1185 filed on 6/25/76 is entitled, "Berner 
S. Lee v. Clarence M. Kelley, et al. (hereinafter Lee suit). 
The SCLC suit seeks five million dollars from Mr. Kelley, 

Mr. DeLoach, Mr. Cilliaa C. Sullivan, John P. Mohr, executor o 
the estate of Clyde A. Tolson, deceased, and ten unknown FBI 
Agents. The Lee suit seeks one million dollars from the same 
named defendants and from two unknown FBI Agents. Both suits 
seek to compel the FBI to furnish the courts with ail tape 
recordings, transcripts and memos resulting from tapes of 
plaintiff's conversations. 

An amended complaint was filed on 9/29/76 r in both ci 
actions to address certain issues raised in the defendants* 
motion to dismiss, filed 9/27/76. 


A conference was held in the office of the Department 
Attorney, Benjamin C. Flannagan attended by SA P. Grant Harmon 
of the Legal Counsel Division, and SA Paul E. Nugent, of the 
General Investigative Division, Domestic Security Section. Al 
present were Mr. Flannagan, Henry Davis, and John Smith of the 
Department. Mr. Flannagan was informed that the results of ou 
review of files would be furnished to him in the near future.

>BACKGROUND: A Departmental Task Force of the Office of Prof¬ 

essional Responsibility (OPR) is conducting a review of our 
investigation of King including investigation of his assassination, 
This review has been ordered by the Attorney General and its 
purpose is to resolve the following: (1)“ Was our investigation 
of King*s assassination thorough and honest? (2) Is there 
evidence of our involvement in the assassination? (3) Has any 
; new evidence come to the attention of the Department on the 
assassination? (4) Does the relationship between the Bureau 
2 and King call for criminal prosecutions, disciplinary proceedings, 
or other appropriate action? 


By prior agreement and discussion between the Dej^rtV 
ment and Deputy Assistant Director James 0. Ingram, it has ft>een 
agreed Task Force members will be allowed to review the ass\s-J 
sination file, the security files and King related files on 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) and influence 
of communists in racial matters. (See memorandum J.G. Deegan 
to Mr. Leavitt dated 5/21/76, copy attached.) It was agreed 
the Task Force was not to have access to informant files including 
our sensitive informant operation which obtained data on King s 
communist connections. This access allows the Task Force to 
review all raw files in our investigation of King including 
cover pages of the documents containing identities of confidential 
informants and potential informants who are not concealed by 
symbol numbers according to policy at that time. These coyer 
• pages also contain identities of individuals who have furnished 
- data on an expressed or implied basis of confidentiality. ,

REQUEST: On 9/13/76, OPR staff representative James Walker 

contacted SA P.E. Nugent. Walker indicated he was in possession 
of a Bureau memorandum to the Attorney General dated 3/4/76 
captioned, "Newsday Article Concerning Invaders And Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr., Dated February 1, 1976," (copy attached) which 
indicates the Bureau had five informants of the Memphis Office 
which were providing information in 1968 concerning a black 
militant youth group known as the Invaders, which were involved 
in violent activities in the Memphis, Tennessee, area and speci¬ 
fically with violent activities which erupted on March 28, 1968, 
at which time King and his organization, the SCLC, were marching 
in support of a sanitation workers strike in Memphis. This 
memorandum was prepared as a result of the aforementioned articL 
which alleged that because of the violence on this occasion King 
found it necessary to return to Memphis in April 1968, at which 
time he was killed. The article infers that inasmuch as there 
were FBI and police informants in the Invaders, the FBI and poli< 
were possibly responsible for King’s death. 

Despite thefact the memorandum in Walker’s possession 
clearly outlines our informant coverage of the Invaders organi¬ 
zation and indicates our informants were not known to be involve* 
in any plans for or participation in violence, it is clear waike: 
request for the identities of our informants (all of whom have 
been discontinued) is for the intended purpose of interviewing 
them to further explore their roles as sources concerning the 
Invaders. To furnish Walker with the identities of these inform 
would not only be a breach of our expressed agreement of confi¬ 
dentiality to each of them but would represent a radical departu: 
from the degree of access afforded the Task Force as outlined in 
paragraph three of page one. We should therefore not comply witl 
Walker's request. On 9/14/76 Mr, Walker was so advised by 
SA Nugent. 


RECOMMENDATION: If approved and for the above reasons, that we 

maintain a hard position with respect to not disclosing the 
identities of these informants.

DETAILS : The Attorney General has instructed the Office 
of professional Responsibility (OPR) of the Department 
to conduct a review of our past investigations relating 
to Martin Luther King, Jr. By letter dated 5/10/76, 

Michael E. Shaheen, Counsel of the OPR, defined the areas 
of concern in the review which will include perusal of 
all King related records in the Department, at FBIHQ and 
in Bureau field offices. The review must be completed 
"forthwith" and is to answer the following four questions: 
(1) Was the FBI's investigation of King's assassination 
thorough and honest? (2) Is there any evidence the FBI 
was involved in the assassination? (3) Is there any new 
evidence which has come to the attention of the Department 
concerning the assassination? (4)-Does the relationship 
between the Bureau and King call for criminal prosecutions, 
disciplinary proceedings or other appropriate action?

DETAILS CONTINUED : 

Attached to the above mentioned letter was a copy 
of a letter to Shaheen from the Attorney General dated 4/2G/76, 
outlining the previous review of the King matter by the Civil 
Rights Division and the basis on which the Attorney General 
decided to order a more complete review. In this letter the 
Attorney General indicated that the OPR review is a continuation 
of the "partial review" completed by the Civil Rights Division 
under direction of Assistant Attorney General J. Stanley 
Pottinger. 


Since correspondence to date from the OPR has not 
dealt specifically with file access by the OPR Task Force, it 
is concluded that personnel conducting the OPR review will 
have the same access to our files that was authorized at the 
outset of the Pottinger review. 

The material/files desired by the Civil Rights 
Division in its review were set forth in a letter from 
Rpttinger to the Director dated 12/4/75. In this letter 
Pottinger indicated the Attorney General had Instructed his 
Division to review all actions taken by the FBI against King. 
Requested were all materials concerning King that were pro¬ 
vided to the Senate and House Select Committees on Intelligence; 
all COINTbLPRO proposals, actions and results of actions; all 
requests, approvals and results, including tapes, transcripts 
and logs of electronic surveillances; all intelligence files; 
and our complete file on the investigation of the assassination 
of King. This letter further stated that the Civil Rights 
Division was Interested "in reviewing every single item in 
your files which relates in any way to Dr. King, his family, 
friends, associates or SCLC." It is further noted that the 
Attorney General (letter dated 12/12/75) authorized Pottingor 
personal access to tapes, transcripts of tapes and other 
sensitive information concerning King and his case file.

Dr. King and 
his organisation, the Southern Christian Leadership Conference, 
supported this strike. On March 23, 1968, a mass demonstration 
was held in Memphis with Dr. King as a participant. The leaders 
of the Invaders actively urged students to skip school on that 
date and to participate in the march. 

Shortly after the beginning of this march, with 
Dr. King at the head, young blacks toward the rear began 
breaking windows and looting. Dr. King Immediately left 
the scene. Widespread looting occurred, three young blacks 
were shot, one fatally, approximately 60 were injured, five 
policemen received significant injuries and there were 
approximately 300 arrests. The National Guard was mobilized. 

The presence of a large number of uncontrolled youths, combined 
with the agitation of BOP/Invaders leaders, was considered the 
primary cause of the violence. 


This violence was particularly distressing to Dr. King 
Inasmuch as it was felt by him and his associates that this 
incident might be construed as an indication he could no 
longer effectively lead mass demonstrations without violence.

Martin Luther King Jr. waa 
killi-d in Memphis in 1968, the city’s top law-enforce¬ 
ment ofiici.il, in the presence of men he identified as 
ftsler.il agents, removed one of two detectives assigned 
to witch the civil rights leader from his post. Authori¬ 
ties said the removal was part of an emergency plan 
to protect the detective's life. 

Ed UiMldilt, the detective who was removed from 
his post, had prepared a contingency plan to enable 
the police department to apprehend an assassin 
should an attempt be made on King's life while he 
was at the Lorraine Motel in Memphis. The plan, 
which was never implemented, involved the sealing off 
of ^ four-block area around the motel. 

Police .did not assign a .replacement fo? Reddstt. 
But they did leave the detective's partner on duty. 

From interviews and published stories, Newsriay 
has learned that Itedditt and Vs partner, both mem¬ 
bers of the Memphis t>ol)ce intelligence unit, watched 
King and his Laffers at the Lorraine through binocu¬ 
lars from the fire station across the street. The two- 
man unit earlier had provided security for JCing and 
his parly, and they continued fo keep the police de¬ 
partment informed of their movements and their visi¬ 
tors. Rcdditt and his partner, YV. 11. Richmond, who 
are tnith black, had withdrawn from what would have 
been their normal position wilh the King party be¬ 
cause their presence, following recent riots in Mem¬ 
phis, had angered young local blacks. 

The police were particularly concerned about a vi¬ 
olence-prime black group called tire Invaders, who, 
though they were friendly wiih ihe nonviolent King 
and his associates, hail led nn nutbieak of violence 
and looting a week earlier.

The Attorney General has ordered a thorough review of 
our investigation of Martin Luther King, Jr. and his assassinat: 
Appointed to conduct this review is a Task Force working under 
the direction of the OPR of the Department. This Task Force, 
consisting of six persons, began its review 5/10/76 utilizing 
Room 4171 of the JEH Building. This room is assigned to the 
Intelligence Division and was previously used by staff members 
of the Senate Select Committee. 

Task Force leader Fred Folsom has advised that three 
analysts, Dana Boyd, Veronica Keith, and Renee Holmes, have beei 
added to the Task Force. Folsom requested additional space sin 
Room 4171 is inadequate to house all nine members of the Task 
Force, 

All Task Force members, including the new additions, 
have been cleared for Top Secret information and security offic 
of the Department and Bureau are handling appropriate building 
passes for the new Task Force members. Since Room 4171 is 
inadequate to accommodate all members of the Task Force, it is 
felt this matter should be referred to the Space Management Uni 
of the Administrative Services Division in effort to obtain 
additional office space needed.

There is no unassigned space in the FBIHQ available for 
reallocation to the Task Force for the Department’s Office of 
Professional Responsibility (OPR). Additionally, the recent organiza¬ 
tional changes involving the transfer of responsibilities and personnel 
between the Intelligence and the General Investigative Divisions further 
aggravates an already distressing space situation for the Intelligence 
Division. 


Conference Room #3075 (a joint use facility previously 
allocated to the Laboratory and Special Investigative Divisions) in 
early June, 1976 was made available for the temporary needs of the 
Intelligence Division. It is at present not fully utilized. The three 
additional analysts recently added to the OPR Task Force may be 
temporarily accommodated in Room #3075, 

The Space Management Unit (SMU) recognizes it may not 
be desirable to comingle the activities of the OPR group with the 
functions being carried on by the Intelligence Division in Room #3075.

PURPOSE: To advise of the impact on FOIPA requests as the result 

of the proposed release of file material in captioned matter. 

SYNOPSIS: The Attorney General has directed the release of 

certain information from the Martin Luther King file to the 
King estate and release is being coordinated through Office of 
Professional Responsibility, Department of Justice. Although 
not being handled as a Freedom of Information-Privacy Acts (FOIPA) 
release, a question was raised concerning the impact of release, 
of the King file on third party requests for the same filevfl^' 

In discussion with Department of Justice officials, it wa^ 1 ^ 
reiterated that since this is not an FOIA release, the FBI will 
continue to handle requests for this material in accordance 
with FOIPA procedures. 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

1. Any third party requests of the information being ^ 
released by the Attorney General to the King estate continue to 
be handled in accordance with FOIPA procedures.

RE: RELEASE OF DOCUMENTS CONCERNING 

MARTIN LUTHER KING TO THE KING ESTATE 


DETAILS: You will recall the Attorney General has recently 

agreed to release to representatives of the Martin Luther King estate 
certain information from FBI files (that which has previously 
been furnished to the Church Committee) pertaining to Martin Luther 
King. This is not being treated as a Freedom of Information- 
Privacy Z-.cts (FOIPA) matter? however, representatives from our Section 
recently participated in a discussion with Department of Justice 
officials along with representatives from Legal Counsel 
Division and Intelligence Division regarding the establishing of 
guidelines for processing file material. During this discussion 
the question was raised concerning the impact the release of material 
to the King estate would have upon other requesters seeking the 
Martin Luther King file. No conclusions were reached concerning this 
issue at this discussion, since the question was raised only for the 
purpose of insuring the Department was aware of all ramifications 
involved in the Attorney General’s decision to release material to 
the King estate. We advised the Department that we had in fact 
received requests for the King file under FOIA from third parties, 
but that we declined disclosure on the basis of the Privacy exemption < 
FOIA. 


On July 27, IS76, Steven Dlackhurst, Office of Professional 
Responsibility, Department of Justice, contacted SA Thomas K. Bresson 
concerning captioned matter. Blackhurst advised he had been 
recently in contact with representatives of the King estate and 
the above subject matter was discussed with then. Blackhurst 
advised they stated it was their desire that the FBI 
resist disclosure of the King file to third parties. 

SA Bresson advised Blackhurst that we have considered the 
application of the Privacy exemption to FOIA records as one of the 
most troublesome aspects in implementing the FOIA, and pointed 
to the fact the Bureau has taken in the past a very strict 
interpretation in favor of protecting third persons' privacy. 

He was advised, however, that our stand on privacy has been 
.overruled by the Deputy Attorney General on appeal in some instances 
land the Privacy issue, particularly with regard to deceased parties, 
is not well settled. He was advised that our policy would 
be to continue to handle all requests for the King file by 
third parties in accordance with established FOIPA procedures. 

Mr. Blackhurst requested that his office be advised if 
the Bureau decides in the future to release the documents concerning 
ur. King that are now under consideration for release to the King 
estate to third parties under FOIA.

Reference is made to your memorandum to the Attorney 
General captioned as above dated August 2, 1976. That 
memorandum enclosed a proposed memorandum of understanding 
which set forth the procedures and standards for providing 
materials previously given to the Senate Select Committee 
(SSC) to the estate of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. This 
is to confirm that the memorandum of understanding, with 
one exception, accurately reflects the Department's view 
of the standards and procedures by which FBI materials 
concerning Dr. King should be provided to the King estate. 


The one exception is tihat derogatory information A 
concerning Mr. Stanley David Levison and Mr. and Mrs. Harry 
Wachtel contained in the documents provided to the SSC should 
not be excised before transmittal to the King estate. That 
exception is made at the request of Mr.. Levison and Mr. and 
Mrs. Wachtel. At our request their consents to our providing 
such materials to the King estate will be put in writing, a 
copy of which will be provided to the Bureau. This exception 
was decided upon after the proposed memorandum of understanding 
was drafted by the FBI which is why it was omitted from the 
memorandum.

During a discussion of this matter on July 20, 1976, 
with Shah eon, hs observed that this natter was not to be hand let 
as a Freedom, of Information Act or Privacy Act request and that 
tha usual appeal procedures provided for by those Acts would rud 
be available to the King estate. 


On July 27, 1976, Mr. Steven Blackhurst, Assistant 
Special Counsel fer Intelligence Coordination, advised a 
representative of this Bureau that although it \::is first 
believed that the King estate would provide coma written 
consents from individuals whose names appear in the King 
documents (referred to in paragraph 1 or referenced letter), 
such consents are not now expected and ve mav audress the mattes 
of privacy in the manner indicated in the MDU.

At the 7/20/76 meeting Shaheen indicated that the 
reason the King estate was asking for materials from FBI files 
was that the interested parties desire to develop ^history or 
chronology of the civil rights movement and since King was under 
such intensive investigation by the FBI, it is believed by them 
•that material in our files will serve to fill out the historical 
record. Shaheen was asked if the Department had anything in 
writing from the King estate relating to this request and he stat: 
it did not. When it was indicated that the ’Bureau might expect 
there.would eventually be somet hing in writing, Shaheen nodded 
assent. However, vhen raised this matter v?ith Blackhurst 

oil 7/27/76, 3lackhurst lnc^atcd that the Department docs not 
have anything in writing from the King estate and the Department 
would "just as soon not* have a written request. The Department * 
reasoning is that it wants to leave the matter informal in order 
to avoid a law suit and that-it would not be in the Department's 
interest to have the King estate formalize its request. 

When asked the basis for the urgency of this matter, 
Blackhurst being reminded of the other King matter inquiries 
now tying up our personnel, Blackhurst said it was probably 
because the estate had originally initiated negotiations with 
the Department for King materials even prior to the Church 
Committee entering the picture. 

It was also brought to Blackhurst's attention that 
according to a letter of 6/3/76, from Shaheen to Assistant 
Director Mint z, the King estate requested Department's permission 
for access to King materials. Blackhurst was asked whether the 
"access’ 1 request had been changed to one of "delivery" and he 
stated that it had.

Gene ml Observations 


In order to expedite the considerable effort reouired 
to implement the Attorney General *3 instructions, and because 
of the involved processing necessary in making excisions and 
•duplicating the voluminous documents concerned , wo are suedes ting 
certain flexibilities be made available to us in processing 
the material. For example, sc mm administrative markings on 
correspondence ‘Wiv** be excised, as distinguished from ’Vi 11** 
be excised. Furcner, to expedite this material, ws x?ill for the 
most part be duplicating by the Xeroxing process documents 
which thcr.seIves are Xeroxes, .as a consequence, sons of the 
material for the King estate vjill not be ideally legible. The 
Department * s cover coOTunication to the King estate shsuld point 
out this matter and invite the King estate to request clearer 
copies of any specific documents they desire which, it is 
anticipated, v/ill be few. V?e viouid thou locate in our 

iw files the ailof these oecurccnts and reprocess 
them for excision. Material to be furnished to the King estate 
will include only that de live red to the Senate Select Committee 
on Intelligence Activities \b6CJ* It will not include material 
to which the SSG only had access for review purposes.

Mamas (as wall as Initials) of all FBI personnel below 
the rank of Section Chief to bo excised. Section Chief level 
position chosen as line of demarcation as this is consistent 
with agreements between FBI/Justice Department and SfiC for 
excisions in material made public by SSC f noting additionally 
that SSC has already made public identities of some higher 
ranking FBI personnel. In arriving at this agreement very 
serious recognition was taken of the danger inherent in 
publicizing nujr&a of FBI personnel who themselves, or their 
families, night thus become targets for physical or other abuse.

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Names of Individuals other than King will not be 
excised but any derogatory information about them will be 
excised. If the mere presence of the name in the context 
of the document as a whole could be considered derogatory

Identities of Confidential Informants, etc. 

Nomas as well as information which could lead to 
the determination of viames of the folio-wing type a of 
individuals will ba excised: 

Confidential informants, confidential sources, and 
persons with whom the i ? BI had an implied or expressed under¬ 
standing of confidentiality. Included for excision v:ould be 
permanent informant and source symbol numbers. Information 
which will also be excised is that identifying* or which could 
identify, third agencies, including foreign intelligence 
agencies as well as all law enforcement agencies. * 


Third Ayoncy Information 


Information originating with third agencies will 
ba excised* 


Peripheral Hatter? 

It is recognized that the SSC, in it3 study of the 
FBI's investigation of King, was furnished by the FBI numerous 
materials of a peripheral nature, examples would include 
materials relating to the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference, Sanitation Workers Strike (Kainphis, Tennessee), 
Poor People's Campaign, 1964 Democratic Party National 
Convention (Atlantic City, New Jersey), and Stanley David 
Levison. Therefore, ail materials furnished to the SSC in 
respect to its overall inquiries* into the King matter, 
should be included for delivery to the King estate. 





Administrative and Other Similar* Data 


"Notes on yellow" not to be excised. Handwritten 
comments by officials, such as Hr. iloovor, not to be excised. 
Administrative data containing substantive information, not 
to be excised. Other administrative Harkings v:lilch nay be 
excised include such as Director's routing block, file numbers. 
He cords Management Division markings, autographic initials of 
approving officials, and cop y desituations. 


On going, Investigations 

Information which could compromise an ongoing 
investigation will be excised. 


Electronic Surveillances 


Vfuore it is clear from any document b^ing furnished 
that information therein derives from an electronic surveillance, 
such info motion will be excised. In following this 
it will be :y fur cue ecparumsnt, in furnishing material 

to the Kitestate, to voice an appropriate cii.cciaiwar? that is, * 
a statement that, despite our reasonable and good faith efforts, 
come of the information being furnished mv have originated 
with electronic surveillances. Com:tunicatTon 3 relating to 
electronic surveillances which are administrative in nature, 
as contrasted with those containing the product of such 
surveillances, will ba furnished, ike administrative*type 
communications would include such items as requests for* 
authority for /aelectronic surveillance, instructions to 
install, and the like. 


Classification 

As only nonclassificd Information may ba furnished to 
the King estate, classified documents will reouira review for 
tha purpose of excising those portions on which the classification 
was based so that the remaining portions of the documents may be 
furnished the King estate. 




Delivery of Material 

. Two exact duplicates of each document will bs 

furnished to the Department which will cupniy the Kim; o 3 bate 
one set and retain the other set for Deo&rticbnfe files. Delivery 
of material to the Department for forwarding to the King estate 
will be on a partial*proffer basis. Recognizing that completion 
of the entire project will talca seme tine, we nra planning on 
several partial deliveries. The corLi^inlcatlon froi~t Cue 
Department to the King estate covering documents being furnished 
.will spall out the types of information excised and id will not 
be necessary for each excision on each document to carry the 
precise reason although such was done fer the tSC. Consar.uur.tiy, 
cuch reasons i'cr excisions appearing cn the documents from 
which we will be v?orking tony now be excised cn those colics 
to ba furnished to the King estate on the basis that cuch~ 
information is not a part of the original document # but rather 
an administrative massage from the FDi to the SSC. 
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
